Building Permits 
Drop $V2-Million 

Building permits for the 
City of Sierra Madre showed 
almost a half-million dollar 
drop over the year 197.5 
when the total for August 
dropped below the one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollar mark 
as compared to a half-mil¬ 
lion for a year ago. 

Including the month of 
August for 1975 the building 
permits showed a total of 
$1,303,949 as compared to 
$876,012 for 1976. 

Building permits and 
plan checks lor the month 
of August, 1976, showed 20; 
excavation permits, none; 
electrical permits, 14; and 
plumbing permits, 28. 

Twenty-two business 1 i - 
censes were recorded bring¬ 
ing the total to $20,605.8.3 
for the year 1976. about $275 
below the year 1975.

Fire Prevention 
Week Oct 3 - 9 

During the past year 12 
1 housand people in the 
United States lost their lives 
due to fire. Of the twelve 
thousand, eight thousa n d 
died in their homes, Charles 
Brown, Sierra Madre Fire 
Department chief says. 

Fire strikes without warn¬ 
ing, and most, fatal fires 
occur at night when every¬ 
one is asleep, the chiet saM. 

In a Fire Prevention Week 
reminder, Brown listed some 
pointers to help insure that 
the family escapes in the 
event of a fire: 

1. Make certain everyone 
gets cut at the first sign'of 
fire. The family should pre- 
vloftsly plan fire escape 
routes from every room, 
especially bedrooms. Win¬ 
dows make excellent fire 
exits. 

2. Everyone should sleep 
with the beordom doors 
closed. This pre'^ents the 
rapid spread of hot gases 
and smoke. 

3. Call the Fire Depart¬ 
ment from a neighbor’s 
home, number 355-1401. Do 
not aliow anyone to re-enter 
a burning home. 

He also advises that 
smoke detectors are an ex¬ 
cellent investment and give 
early warning of a fire.

INVESTMENTS IN GROWTH STOCKS 
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by Thomas O'Haiv^ 

Q. — We all hear about 
the major airlines, but I am 
wondering 11 any of the 
smaller regional airlines are 
good investments. 

— For a long time re¬ 
gional o.r non-trunk airlines 
wore heavily subsidized, had 
many problems because of 
their size and route struc¬ 
ture and had questionable 
investment status. Some of 
these lines have been grow¬ 
ing and jet equipment gives 
them more favorable opera¬ 
ting costs. One of the lines 
that has grown remarkably 
is North Central Airlines, 
Inc. It new covers almost 
two-thirds of the nation and 
operates over 600 flights a 
day. The DC-9 has been a 
very valuable aircraft to 
North Central. It can oper¬ 
ate profitably at a 40 per 
cent load factor. North Cen¬ 
tral’s overall-load load fac¬ 
tor for the first six months 
of 1976 was 47.8 per cent.

lems gives a lot of clues to 
what is happening to other 
regional airlines. Any read¬ 
er may have a copy for for¬ 
warding 30 cents to cover 
mailing costs. 

Q. — Would you please 
explain what bearer bonds 
are? 

A. — Bearer bonds afe 
bonds which in a sense arc 
like cash since they bear no 
evidence of the individual to 
whom they belong. Anyone 
who has a "bearer” bond in 
his possession can sell it or 
dispose of it as he wishes, 
since owning it and having 
it in his possession or “bear¬ 
ing” it is the o-nly thing 
about it that denotes owner¬ 
ship. 

A bearer bond is different 
from most bonds which are 
registered in the name of 
one or more persons as own¬ 
er. That type of bc«nd lias 
the owner’s name on it 
while the "bearer” type 
bond does not. As the bearer 
bond goes from one hand to 
another, so does its owner¬ 
ship, the same as the pass¬ 
ing of cash from one person 
1o the other. 

Q. — Is the past earnings 
record of a company the 
best guide to the future 
value of the company? 

A. — ’The past earnings 
record of a company is an 
excellent picture of th e 
ability of the company’s 
management to operate the 
company profitably. Ordin¬ 
arily a good earnings record, 
if produced over a long 
period of time, is a fairly 
reliable indication that the 
future will be more of the 
same. There is no guaran¬ 
tee, it is just an indication 
of a probability. A company 
may have new problems de¬ 
velop that change the char- 
cter of its business or that 
management cannot handle. 
Sometimes problems are 
quickly solved and some¬ 
times they persist for years. 
There are other good guides 
to a company’s future that 
are used investment clubs 
to select stocks for invest¬ 
ment. I’m putting a club cor¬ 
poration study sheet in the 
mail for you called a Stock 
Selection Guide so you can 
see its features. 

Q. — I have never invest¬ 
ed in stocks. 1 know there is 
risk connected with inves¬ 
ting in stocks, but can you 
tell me how much I might 
expect to earn if I invested 
in stocks over a long period 
of time? 

A. — I can’t tell you what 
jou as an Individual will 
earn because that depends 
on the stocks you buy, when 
you buy them and \vhen you 
value them to determine 
your earnings. I tan, how¬ 
ever, tell you what a rvim- 
ber of individuals have done 
over a period of time and 
this will give you the range 
of opportunity available to 
you. We just completed a 
survey of 158 investment 
clubs containing 2,lBi indi¬ 
viduals. The average club 
was 8.4 years old and over 
that period of time had 
averaged a compounded an- 
n’oal rate of return of 8.3 
per cent A year ago, a simi¬ 
lar sampling showed the 
average club had a loss of 
9.1 per cent. ’That is why I 
say, the time that you value 
your holdings to determine 
your results is very impor¬ 
tant A year ago the stock 
market was relatively low, 
now it has recovered from 


that law. Many of us believe 
the stoedemarket is ut the 
beginning of a nev; long¬ 
term upward movement and 
if that should prove to be 
true, it is likely that indi¬ 
viduals who invest over the 
next few years may see 
good profits for quite a 
lengthy period. 

In the sampling, the 
range of earnings was quite 
broad. Of the 158 clubs, 
three had losses of 12, 13 
and 14 per cent. Four of the 
clubs had made very fortu¬ 
nate selections of stocks and 
had tremendous profits 
averaging 126, 76 and 72 per 
c-ent. 45 of the clubs, or 28 
per cent had a compoimded 
annual rate of profit of bet¬ 
ter than 10 per cent. 

The answer I’ve given you 
i.sn’t very definite, but it 
should indicate to you that 
on the average, over a per¬ 
iod of time, investing in 
stocks has produced very 
good returns for a largo 

number of people.

Sales Tax Sent 
To All Treasurers 

California cities and coun¬ 
ties received more than $107 
million this week in the 
August distribution of local 
sales and use tax funds, 
George R. Reilly, member. 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced recent 1 y. The 
funds represent the third 
advance payment for the 
second quarter of 1976. 

The cities of the state 
will receive $69.9 million 
and the counties $12.1 mil¬ 
lion general fund monies for 
a combined cities ad coun¬ 
ties distribution of $82 mil¬ 
lion. In addition, the coun¬ 
ties will receive $20.5 mil¬ 
lion from the one-quarter 
per cent local sales and use 
fax for the county local 
transportation fund. The 
San Francisco Bay Area 
Rapid Transit District will 
receive $4.6 million from the 
additional one-half per cent 
sales tax paid in the BART 
counties of San Francisco, 
Alameda and Contra Costa. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
will receive $8,500 as its 
share of the $82 million and 
the county of Los Angeles 
will receive $2,100,000 plus 
$7,325,000 from the o n e - 
quarter per cent county local 
transportation fund. 

Of the six per cent sales 
and use tax 4% per cent is 
a state tax and 114 per cent 
is a local tax, distributed 
1o the cities and counties.
